THE JFtmiHE OF ELECTKK! LIGHT-

In a recent lecture on this subject Mi-.

descent lamp."

then he found practically indestructible. 
A ISO-candle light by electricity would, 
he calculated, be produced at the" cost of 
a 12-candlft light "of gas—a farthing an 
hour.

human life from contact with the wires, 
the supply would require only a low ten- 
sion, which could not affect Hfc.

CHINAMEN AND THE SAN FKANCl 


CO SHOE TKADE. 


Mr. I. M. Wenlworth, a San Franciso 


shoe manufacturer, sends to the Bullet 
of lhat city a letter which unwitting 
supplies some answers to the arginneu 
made against the Chinese. He says:— 


"A writer puts the number of Chines 


shoemakers in this city at SOOO

must be either a wild typographic: 
blunder, w, to speak mildly, a most e- 
travagant statistical inadvertence 
Th 


four largest Chinese factories employ a 
aggregate of only 500, while the two tare 
est so-called white factories employ no 
over 300 Chinese, making in all 801 
All other quarters, including the sm.tlle 
shops and slipper makers, cannot con 
tain more than 1000. 
Certainly 
the 


total number of Chinese shoemakers 
this city does not exceed 2000. The most 
liberal estimate could not exceed 2500 


"It is worthy of grave notice that the 


importations from the East within (he 
past ten years have increased from 48 
000 cases to 82,000 cases, the larger pro- 
portion of this increase being within the 
pasl two years, while for the past ten 
yeaiy our home manufacture-. 
Chinese 


included, has increased very little if any 
This shows conclusively thai the East is 
our only great and constantly growing 
competitor. And the sooner we look that 
fact straight in the face ami take steps 
to counteract it, the better. 
Now that 


we are iu a fair way to stop the influx of 
Chinese labor, our first efforts should be 
toward inducing hither Eastern manufac- 
turers and mechanics with their facilities 
ami lo the adoption of their methods, 
lo ollset this importation from the Eas 
"which is yearly a drain on us of $7,000 
000, 
we would givo profitable emplo 


ment to at least twenty experienced ma 
nfactnrei-H and not less than fulfill skille 
mechanics. This would make room fo 
twenty factories of 2r,(J hands cadi

for $-1,000 00 


more leather than at present. 


"It is a fallacy to say that the China 


man has been a success, either as me 
chanic or manufacturer..' The writer- _ 
this has been a shoo manufacturer fo 
over seventeen years. He will venture t 
say that out of tho 2HOI) Chinese shoe 
makers here, there arc not over -100 wh 
can make a decent job of work on shoes 
and certainly not fifty of the number who 
can make good boot work. 
If, after toi 


years' experience as manufacturers 
their own account, the best of them have 
to lure while men to cut their paiteri 
and finer goods, and 'oversee and clirec 
ll'-OT operations, and white drummers to 
sell their goods, surely they cannot be 
pronounced a success. 
Nor have their 


failures financially been few or far be- 
tween. Their dollar does not buy more 
(often less) than the white manufacturer's 
He pays very much more for his white 
help. 
Owing to the general inferiority 


ot his goods, he has to sell them at from 
three to six dollars less a dozen."

Iii the spring months, when there are 


frequent showers, and the grass is in 
rapid growth, the lawn-mower may be 
used as often us once a week with de- 
cided benefit.
